^T^HOKOUGHLY  to  understand  a  particular  mode  of  fashion  or  design, 
A  one  must  know  something  of  the  spirit  of  the  period  which  brings  it 
forth,  and  this  necessitates  a  study  of  the  history  and  literature  of  that 
day.  The  effect  of  the  Napoleonic  wars  was  an  impoverished  Europe, 
some  of  the  Continental  countries  suffering  more  than  others;  and  it  was 
at  this  time  that  a  style  of  furniture  and  furnishings  known  as 
"Biedermeier"  came  into  existence.  It  is  a  style  which  represents  the 
striving  of  certain  nations  of  Europe  to  keep  up  with  their  more  wealthy 
neighbors  in  all  that  was  then  the  vogue. 

The  impression  that  this  furniture  conveys  is  of  simplicity,  comfort  and 
informality.  It  is  "straight  line"  furniture,  finely  proportioned,  chaste,  some- 
times severe,  but  with  a  restraint  that  is  classical,  adapting  the  simpler 
lines  of  the  Adam  and  Sheraton  styles  rather  than  those  of  the  more 
ornate  French  Empire,  and  relieved  by  the  warm  touches  of  the  accom- 
panying embellishments,  such  as  naive  needlework  and  beadwork,  the  sil- 
houette in  striking  black  and  white,  the  work  box  veneered  in  richly  figured 
woods  and  containing  its  assortment  of  cotton  spools,  needle  and  pin  boxes, 
etc.  The  word  "Biedermeier"  typifies  an  honest  bourgeoise,  domestic  to 
a  degree  and  rather  inclined  to  sentimentality,  indulging  in  the  soft  strains 
of  Weber  and  Schubert  in  appropriate  surroundings.  This  was  the  period 
of  the  old  ballad,  of  the  fairy  tales  of  Grimm,  of  romanticism  expressed  in 
pictorial  form  in  views  of  mountain  lake  and  grotto,  in  spring  and  summer 
idyls,  glowing  flowers,  and  which  drew  forth  cartoon  and  caricature  from 
the  more  sophisticated.  The  picture  on  the  whole  conveys  an  aspect  of 
cheeriness  and  comfort  very  often  lacking  in  other  periods  of  history. 

There  is  also  to  be  seen  a  striking  similarity  to  the  American  furni- 
ture of  this  period,  as  the  woods  mainly  used  are  maple  and  mahogany. 
The  struggles  of  a  young  country  had  a  counterpart  in  the  readjustment 
of  these  old  world  nations,  and  in  both  cases  the  result  was  an  enforced 
economy  in  decoration  for  the  furniture  of  the  home.  For  this  reason 
the  present  collection  will  make  a  special  appeal  to  lovers  of  early 
American  furniture.  Many  of  the  pieces  were  obtained  from  well  known 
residences  in  Austria,  Switzerland  and  Germany,  as  will  be  seen  in  the 
catalogue.  The  group  of  early  wood  carvings  will  bear  testimony  to  the 
character  of  those  industrious  and  devout  people. 

Not  all  of  the  furniture,  however,  is  of  this  period ;  many  of  the  pieces 
reflect  the  styles  of  Louis  Quinze  and  Louis  Seize  in  a  simplified  form,  and 
are  the  more  desirable  because  of  this  restraint  in  design.  Paintings  of 
the  eighteenth  and  nineteenth  centuries  give  a  warm  touch  of  pictorial 
decoration  to  this  richly  toned  and  cheerful  ensemble  of  furniture  and 
embellishments.
